GERMAN NERVE CENTRE 
BUILDINGS IN A WOOD 


Edwin Shanke, Associated Press 
correspondent. in Berlin, released from 
Germany after internment in Bad 
Nauheim, writes, says an A'ssociated 
Press telegram from New York :—The 
military and political nerve centre of 
Germany is hidden away in a quiet 
pine wood of East Prussia, far from 
thundering warfare. Herr Hitler has 
set up war headquarters, known -only 
as ‘‘Fuehrer Hauptquartier,.”’ at the 
edge Of & lake near Rastenburg. Its 
location 1s a jealously-guarded secret. 

An elaborate ‘‘ set-un ” for what is 
really the seat of the Government was 
prepared and built months before 
Germany invaded Russia. Its build- 
ings are scattered over a wide area, 
and so that they will not provide a 
concentrated bomb objective. Tall 
pines guard against discovery from the 
air. To confuse the Allies in the event 
of discovery, dummy headquarters have 
also been built in the neighbourhood. 

Herr. Von Ribbentron is stationed 
nearby. Across the lake is Army 
Headauarters, while Marshal Goering, 
in charge of the Air Force, is also close 
at hand. Herr Himmler seldom. leaves 
Herr Hitler’s side.

HERB COLLECTION 
N.A.LD.A.’s OBJECT 


Rural science instructors, domestic 
economy teachers and local agricultural 
and horticultural committees late been 
asked by the National Agricultural and 
Industrial Development Association to 
co-operate in the plan to collect herbs 
for making medicine. 

The Association has received over 
three thousand enquiries from people 
anxious to undertake the work. Many 
of the enquirers have been referred to 
the local bodies, who are asked to give 
all the help they can. The Association 
suggests the setting up of supply 
centres. When these centres are 
started the firm dealing with the collec- 
tion and packing of the products will 
arrange to collect them.

On the contrary, Berlin 
reported violent Russian attacks on 
the Leningrad front and bloody fight- 
ing on the Central front. Further 
north the Finns admitted Russian 
thrusts at a number of points in 
Karelia, while in the Arctic Mosow 
reports fierce air battles. 

The only direction in which the 
Germans are showing any greater 
activity, Press Association and. Reuter 
telegrams say, is against Sebastopol. 
Hero they have launceh big-scale air 
raids. For their part the Russians are 
replying with heavy shelling and bomb- 
ng of the German columns. 

festerday’s Moscow communiqué 
said there were no material changes 
during the night. The supplement 
reported that in a raid on a German 
aerodrome on the Southern front Red 
airmen destroyed 22 and damaged 29 
‘planes. The German military spokes- 
man yesterday said that, despite 
storms and difficult terrain, ' Soviet 
forces in the Volkhov (Leningrad) 
region had been cut off from important 
supply lines. He also claimed that a 
tanker had been sunk in the Bay of 
Kronstadt, and that nine freighters 
were damaged in air raids on Murmansk 
and Jokonga. Meanwhile Moscow 
Radio reported that Kharkov was with- 
out electricity or water supplies, and 
that the plight of the inhabitants is 
daily growing worse. 


MIDNIGHT REPORT 

Last night’s Soviet communiqué 
states :— 

‘“Durmg June 7, on a number of 
sectors of the front, there was fighting 
of local importance and active patrols. 
On the Sebastopol sector of the front 
stubborn fighting continued for the 
third day. Enemy attacks have been 
repelled with heavy losses for him. 

‘“‘During the week ending June 6 
528 enemy ~ aircraft were" Sn 
Our losses were 151 aircraft.”’ 

A supplement to the communiqué 
says that on Saturday Soviet airmen 
destroyed or damaged ten tanks, sixty 
infantry lorries, and partly annihilated 
three companies of infantry. 

Russians, on the north-west front, 
repulsed an attack, and, by a sudden 
counter-attack, ‘sunported by tanks, 
drove the Germans out of two in- 
habited localities. They routed two 
battalions, one of which was formed 
from various units of a Danish Volun- 
teer Legion, 

‘* Guerrillas on the Leningrad front 
in one month killed about 2,000 
Germans, destroyed eighteen tanks, 
and blew un six ammunition dumps, 
four fuel dumns, and wrecked four 
military trains.’’—(Reuter.)
